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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Response to Amendment 

1. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed June 28, 2010 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-10 based upon the Niki reference. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered and are 
persuasive. 

Allowed Claims 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
amended the claims to recite that the compound is a mixture of a resin, antibacterial agent and 

a metal chelating agent, rather than just comprising those components. The closest prior art, the 
combination of Niki and Keyes, does not render claim 1 unpatentable because, as the 
declaration notes and the applicant argues, Niki teaches away from mixing the antibacterial 
agent and the chelating agent with the absorbent resin, as mixing these components 
deteriorates or eliminates the effects of all of the components. Therefore, claim 1 is allowable. 
Claims 2-10 depend directly or ultimately from claim 1 and are thus also allowed.
